PET PARROT SAVES THREE. 


Bird, Smelling Gas, Gives Alarm, but 
is Asphyxiated Itself. | 


The cries of a pet parrot, which smelled 
gas in the apartment of Mrs, Nellie Calla- 
‘han on the top floor of the tenement 
house at 952 Columbus Avente last night, 
probably saved two children and a’man of:} 
60 years from death by . asphyxiation. 
Seven-year-old Amelja Callahan was nu 
‘ing her two-year-old sister, May; who- is 
ill with the measles, while her widowed 
‘mother was at work, when she felt her- 
self becoming drowsy. As she was lying 
down to take a nap beside the sick baby 
she heard her pet parrot calling fran- 
tically in-the parlor. Jumping up she 
reached the bird in time to see it fall un- 
conscious on the floor ofits cage. Realiz- 
ing that something was wrong, and feel- 
ing more drowsy than ever, she called for 


j help, and soon she fell sefseless by the 


side of the already unconscious baby. 

Four-year-old Joseph Hagan, who lives 
on the floor below the Callahans,* heard 
his friend’s call and ran up the stairs to 
her room. .He at once began to feel the 
effects of the gas, and just before he 
sank unconscious to the floor, he, ‘too, 
called for help. 

Mrs. Kate Olding, who lives on the sec- 
ond floor of the house, heard the little 
boy’s cry and hurried to the top floor. 
Discovering the three unconscious chil- 
dren, she carried them one by one to the 
roof. Then, remembering that Frederick 
Bliss, 60 years old, 
she knocked on his door to warn him, 
and, rece‘'ving no answer, forced the door 
and found the oid man lying on the figor 
of his roam unconscious. 

Mrs. Olding ran to the street and pelican 
Policeman Fitzpatrick of the West 100th 
Street Station, who carried the old man 
to the roof. Dr, Tippins of the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital was summoned, and 
after working over the children and the 
man for half an hour all were revived. 
The parrot, whose cries. had given. the 
first warning, was dead. The gas had 
been escaping from a pipe in the Calla- 
han parlors, which had been plugged up 
with soap.

Wilson Can’t Draw Pay Nor Even Buy 
Stationery for New Department.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The trou- 
bles of William Bauchop Wilson, Secre- 
tary of Labor, increase.. Congress: created 
the Department of Labor and President 
Wilson nanied Mr. Wilson as its first Sec- 
retary. Congress failed, however; to pro- 
vide a salary for the Secretary or to make 
appropriation for an office force; cept 
that the Immigration Bureau, the Natu- 
ralizatidn Bureau,-the Bureau’ 6& Labor, 
and the Children’s Bureau, with théir per- 
sonnel, Were transferred er”, to 
the new department. 

In order: to fine out whether his de- 
partment could draw funds for cleéFical 


" Dassistance and other matters Sécretary 


Wilson asked the Controller of the Treas- 
ury. for an opinion. The Controller has 
decided that while the transferred bureaus 
can continue t@.use the. appropriations 
allotted them as branches of the old De- 
partment. of. Commerce and Labor, no 
office or officér of the new Department 
of Labor can draw funds. 

The decision leaves Secretary Wilson 
and his daughter, who _is his private sec- 
retary; without salary ,until the begin- 
ning of ‘the next fiscal year* on July. 1, 
unless Congr@s, when it. méets:in’-April, 
enacts a special law for their relief and 
to overcome the anomalous condition of 
things in the new department. 

The Controller held also that it would be 
illegal for Secretary Wilson to purchase 
stationery out of any funds. Mr. Wilson 
has not even an official letterhead to the 
paper he uses. Where he gets the paper 
has not been disclosed. _

Nuckols was taken from her home, Idyl: 
Hour, 610 Pacific Avenue, shortly before’ 
noon.by Jeputy Sheriff Barber’ and a 
force of bailiffs acting unaer authority 
of Vice Chancellor Leaming. She was 
charged defying tne ordérs of the court in 
removing her daughter Muriel from a 
convent at Merion, Penh., last Friday and 
bringing the child here. , 

Mrs. Nuckols barricaded herself in her 
‘bedroom. when the officers appeared, ang 
screamed td a maid to bring her a re- 
volver when the officers broke down the 
door. “She seized the weapon from the 
maid’s hand, but it*‘was knocked from 
her grasp,’ and she was dragged down 
the stairs after refusing to walk. She 
spent about an hour in the city nrison 
and was then taken to county jail.

FRIEDMANN PATIENT 
DIRS IN BELLEVUE

Prof. Ostrander, Treated on Fri- 
day, Expires from Tuberculosis 
of the Lungs and Kidneys. 


CASE TOO FAR ADVANCED 


Patient Was Practically Dead When 
He Was Treated, Dr. Fried- 
mantin’s Assistant Says. 


Prof. Fréderick Ostrander of 514 West 
122d Street, a teacher of languages; who, 
was one of the many patients treated by } 
Dr. Friedrich Franz Friedmann in Belle- 
vue Hospital on Friday morning, died .in 
that institution’ last night from tuberculo- 
sis of the lungs, kidneys, and bladder. 
Since the Friedmann treatment Prof. Os- 
strander had been in Ward 2 under the 
care of Dr. Mills. Dr. Mills refused to 
discuss the case last night. 

Prof. Ostrander had suffered from the 
disease, according to Bellevue physicians, 
for years, and on last Friday morning was 
taken to the hospital in a private ambu- 
lance. He was inoculated by Dr. Fried- 
mann with turtle vaccine. At the hos- 
pital it was said last. night that Prof. 
Ostrander’s illness had progressed too far 
for any ‘nope of recovery, and it ws re- 
garded.as surprising that Dr. Friendmann 
had consented to treat him. 

Speaking for Dr. Friedmann, Dr. Sturm, 
his assistant, who keeps the’ records of 
the cases treated, said that he was not 
surprised to learn of Prof. Ostrander’s 
death: 

“Tt was the policy of Dr., Friedmann 
to accept every case put before him,.’’ he 
said. ‘‘I recall this case very well. Prof 
Ostrander was practically dead-when he 
Was carried to the operating table, and it 
was obvious to us all. that he hadn’t the 
slightest chance to live. He *was op- 
erated upon a year ago and one kidney 
was removed. The other kidney was de- 
cidedly tubercular. The operation was in 
itself a last resort, and Dr. Keyes of 
Bellevue gave Prof. Ostrander six months 
to live at. the outside. That was more 
than seven months ago. When Dr. Fried- 
mann .treated him he was unabie to 
answer questions.”’ 

Dr. Stimpon, who represents the Gov- 
ernment at the tests of Dr. Friedmann’s 
treatment, had not been informed of Prof. 
Ostrander’s death when a reporter called 
his attention to it at midnight. 

“He was a very sick man,” said Dr. 
Stimson, “and I had expected to hear of 

his death.” 
_Dr, Stimson wa: asked why such a, pa- 
tient had been picked out for a treatment. 
“That is Dr. Friedmann’s affair, not 
mine,” he. replied. . Dr. Stimsen said the 
death of Prof. Ostrander had no bearing 
upon the general problém presented by the 
treatment. 

At the home of Harry Ayres, 514 West 
122d Street, where, Prof. Ostrander lived, 
it was. said that he came to this city a 


tuberculosis. Up to that time-he was.-a 
teacher of French and Spanish at the 
University of Texas. -He held degrees 
from. Wesleyan and Columbia Universi- 
ties. His funeral, it was-said, would be 
held on Wednesday at Cold Springs, N. Y. 

Dr. Friedmann said yesterday that he 
wanted to warn persons in this ¢ountry, 
and the poor especially, that there: was 
not any of his vaccine which he says will 
cure tuberculosis in this country. except 
that which he was using himself, He made 
this statement. after he had received a 


State Board of Health of Colorado that 
a man in that State was advertising that 
he had the Friedmann vaccine. 

This letter is only one of several of the 
same sort which Dr. Friedmann has re- 
ceived. Word has come.to’ him from 
Cleveland that a.doctor there had as-' 
serted that he had the Friedmann prep- 
aration and had swindied a’ widow out of 
$400 by pretending to treat her with it, 
From Califernia he has heard of a phy- 
sicilan who. said he had a supply. of the 
vaccine. A telegram was received by Dr. 
Friedmann from Erie, Penn., asking him 
whether hej had given hig cure to others 
for treatment and distribution. One -phy- 
sician wrote Dr. Friedmann asking him 
for a supply of the vaccine and instruc- 
tions as to how to administer it. This 
physician. wrote that his brother, a phy- 
sician, hud written that he had obtained a 
Supply of the vaccine from Dr. Fried- 
mann while he was in New York. 

**It is absolutely false,” said Dr.’ Fried- 
mann that I have given the vactine to a 
single pliysigian in this country, and peo- 
ple, espec my the poor, should be 
warned.”’

LONDON, March 24.—Sylvia Pank- 
hurst is now in a nursing home. It is 
said that the blood vessels of her ers 
were ruptured as a result of her forcible 
feeding. 

It had been expected that the suf- 
fragettes would make a startling coup 
in the course of the Edster holidays, but 
any special plan that they had formed 
has not materialized so far, and a frus- 
trated attempt to burn an empty house 
at Beckenham, near London, and au 
incident at the Labor Conference -t 
Manchester were the only developments. 

The apprehension felt by the authori- 
ties was evidenced by the pfecautions 
taken at Windsor Castle; which, con- 
trary to all precedent, was entirely 
closed to the public to-day. Even the 
North Terrace, St. George’s Chapel, and 
the. Royal Mews, that are usually open 
to the public, were barred, and a strong 
force of police and detectives were scat- 
tered in the park and grounds. 

There was a curious incident at the 
Labor Conference at Manchester. While 
the Chairman was saying, “ We desire 
passionately that women shall not be 
political outlaws,” lt was discovered that 
militants, to whom, admission had been 
refused, had put padlocks on the doors 
of thé hall. 


LONDON, March 24.—Suffragette in- 
cendiarles marauded Beckenham, a south- 
eastern suburb of London,’ before dawn 
to-day, setting fire to’a house under con- 
struction. 

The women were disturbed in the 
course of their ‘work of destruction by a 
passing policeman. They fied, and all 
trace of them was lost. The flames were 
extinguished before great damage hed 
been done. 

The championship goif links at Sand- 
wich, Kent, were the scene of- another 
raid by. militant suffragettes, who dam- 
aged the greens considerably. 


MANCHESTER, March 24.—Suffra- 
gettes to-day bolted, barred. and chained 
the doors of the hall in which the annual 
conference of the Labor Party was pro- 
ceeding after the délegates had taken 
their. seats. 

The practical joke was not diseovered 
until the hungry delegates attempted to 
go out to luncheon, when they found 
themselves prisoners.

Fraud and Gollusion Charged in 
Transfer of International Pe-' 
troleum Stock to Him.

DIRECTORS HIS OWN MEN 


One, Complaint Says, Was His Son, 
Another Hib Clerk, One His Sec- 
retary, Another His Employe. 


In a suit filed yesterday in the Supreme 
Court, John Hays’ Hammond, friend of 
ex-President Taft, candidate in 1908 for 
the Republican Vice Presidential nomi- 
nation, Special Ambassador to represent 
the United States at the coronation of 
King George V. of Great Britain, is ac- 
cused of fraudulent dealings in connec- 
tion with the affairs of the International 
Petroleum Company. 

The plaintiff is Winthrop G. Bushnell, 
holder of 1,000 shares of common stock and 
1,000 shares of preferred stock of the 
company. He asks’ to have $1,420,000 
worth of stock held by Mr.<Hammond de- 


of the Directors.in voting the stock to 
Hammond was % fraudulent and collusive.” 
Bushnell alleges that the Directors ‘‘ acted 
under dictation and domination of the said 
John Hays Hammond.” 

According to the complaint, of the five 
Directors who voted tor the issuance of 
the stock, one was the soh ot Mr. Ham- 
mond, a second was his ‘private secre- 
tary, a third was a clerk in his office, a 
fourth was an accountant in-hi# office, 
and the fifth had been promised one? 
fifth of the stock if the issuance were rat- 
ified. A further allegation is that this 
fifth Director @id receive one-fifth of the’ 
stock. 

In addition to Mr. Hammond, the com- 
pany and all its Directors are made de- 


fendants in the suit. The Directors as 
named are Harris H. Hammond, Thonias 
J. Ryan, Herbert H. Ramsay, James D. 
Campbell, Ricardo A, Mestres, Rooert J. 
Kerr, Robert D.. Hanna, Frederick. R. 
Burnham, and James McDougall. Only 
Burnham and McDougall are omitted in 
the recital of the alleged rs of the 
company. 

In the complaint, which was prepared 
by Huntington, Rhinelander & Seymour of 
564 Wall Street, “a Wetallea account ts 
given of the transactions in connection 
with the issuance of the stock. 

The International Petroleum Company, 
so the complaint reads, is a $6,000,000 
corporation, incorporated. in Maines and 
with offices at 71 Broadway in this city. 
Included in. the property, owned - by.\ the 
company are.110,000-acres of. oil lands: in. 
the. Panaco and Huestica districts and in 
the State of Vera Cruz, Mexico. 

In January, 1911, it is asserted the com- 
pany entered into a contract with the 
Goldfields South African Corporation by 
which the corporation agreed.to expend 
$250,000 in developing 10,000 acres of the 
rInternational Company's land, and to. give 
the latter 13% per cent. of the gross yield 
of oil. Mr. Bushnell alléges that in addi- 
tion to this the Goldfields Corporation had 
entered into negotiations which termi- 
nated in the purchase for $100,000 of 10,000 
shares of the preferred and 20,000 shares 
of the common stock ‘a the International 
Company.

dened. Where other homes had been 
there remained nothing but heaps of de- 
bris or piles of briskly burning wreckage. 

For it was in the. residential district 
‘that the storm was felt most. The only 
point at. which the storm struck the busi- 
ness section-was at Twenty-fourth and 
Lake Streets, in the Vicinity of which are 
‘several outlying business thoroughfares. 
The greater part of the damage, however, 
was done west of Twenty-fourth Street, 
which is a north and south crosstown 
street extending the entire length of the 
city. Numerous retail stores are in this 
séction. Roughly, the storm followed the 
west side of the valley, which lies be- 
neath the Missouri River bluffs for a dis- 
tance of about six miles. 

Many of the best parks were situated 
in the’ district ' traversed by the storm. 
Hansom Park, near where the storm 
struck ‘the city, was greatly damaged, 
while the injury to Bemis Park was ap- 
palling. Whole blocks of houses in that 
section were picked up and dashed into 
a shapeéless mass. 

It was approaching evening when the 
storm arrived and nightfall had come be- 
fore the news of the disaster had spread 
through the city. A servant, blown from. 
the home of her employer in Bemis Park, 





ran all the way downtown and fell faint-. 


ing in front of a hotel. Only when she 
had been resuscitated and questioned did 
the news of the tornado’s havoc become 
known in that section. 

Rescuers Work Heroically. 

Electric lights and trolley wires had 
been carried down by the wind, and power 
was instantly shut off in the devastated 
districts for fear of further injury from 
live wires. It was necessary, but it forced 
the rescuers to work by lantern light or 
the glare of.flames which were destroying 
what remained: of wrecked homes. 

The rescue work speedily was organized, 
but if was necessarily’ slow not only be- 
cause of the darkness, but because of the 
blockaded streets. These doubled the work 
of the firemen, and many fires were al- 


firemen, already overtaxed, could not 
reach them. The fact that a heavy rain 
fell for half an hour after the tornado, 


undoubtedly. saved the city from a dis-/ 


astrous fire. 

-Votuntéers "were numerous, however, 
and many. incipient fires were quenched 
by bucket ‘brigades. Hundreds also vol- 
unteered to. go into the devastated dis- 
trict in search of bodies. In fact, 80. anxr 
ious was every one in the city to visit the 
path of the storm that the police found 
themselves powerless to keep back the 
crowds, and an appeal was sent to Fort 
Omaha for Federal .troops. 

Major Hartmann, in command of the 
fort, sent all available men. A similar 
request to the commanders of the three 
local militia .companies also met with 
prompt response. Later an appeal was 
made to Gov. Moorhead. and he ordered 
four companies of militia from outside the 
city to come to Omaha at once, Ina short 
time the city was practically under mar- 
tial law, armed with soldiers patrolling 
the streets of the wrecked districts and 
all approaches to it. ' 

Physicians Quickly Volunteer. 

Dr. W. H. Connell, City Health Com- 
missioner, appealed to all doctors and sur- 
geons to volunteer their‘services for the 
relief of the injured and practically every 
physician in the city responded. 

Public’ buildings were thrown, open as 
places’ of ‘Fefuge for the homeless, and 
other buildings were turned into hos- 
pitals. The rooms of the Commercial 
Club, the Elks Club and the Union Gospel 
Mission were opened and nearly every 
home for a radius of a dozen miles of 
the stricken district made the homeless 
welcomé’ as guests.~° All hospitals in 
Omaha and South Omaha were crowded 
with injured, and cots were placed in the 
hallways. 

For the time being Omaha ‘had to de- 
pend on her own resources, for the storm 
had cut the city off from almost all out- 
side communication. Wires were down 
atid trains had to bé run without. the 
guidance -of a train. dispatcher. Trains 
between Chicago and Omaha crawled 
along the tracks, with flagmen walking 
ahead of them to avoid collision. The 
first train into Omaha ywas five hours 
late. It. was doubly welcome, for it car- 
ried 100 linemen, and straightway the 
struggle .to restore the wires began. At 
8 :o’clock this morning two news wires 
were working out of“the city. 

Mayor Dahiman used the first available 
wire to notify” Gov. Morehead of the 
tornado’s havoc. He told the Governor 
that, - despite. the. presence of militia and 
‘Federal troops, wrécked: homes were being 
looted and the bodies of the dead robbed. 
It was then that the’ Governor’ ordered 
outside militia into the town.

gan a.search for her. Board after board 
I lifted; I tugged and pulled at them until 
my hands were cut and bleeding. Finally 
I reached her. I bent down to raise her, 
but she was dead.”’ 

A coincidence among the injured at the 
Child Institute was that all were badly 
cut about the face, while the bodies were 
comparatively free of wounds. Ugly look- 
ink scalp wounds marked every injury. 

The home of George J. Duncan, adver- 
tising manager of The Omaha Bee, 
4,101 Farnam Street, was destroyed. Mr. 
Duncan died at a hospital this afternoon. 
Mrs. Duncan is in a critical condition. 

At the home of Patrick Hynes, 2704 
North Twentieth Street, a party in cele- 
bration of his eigrty-first birthday was 
in progress. The guests had just begun 


the house away. All the party succeeded 
in getting out with minor injuries except 
a grandchild, Miss Cecilla Bigelow, who 
was internally injured. 

“The young people were making merry 
and, old as I; n, I had entered into the 
spirit of it, 
sound. The next minute the house was 
in ruins. I wiggled around and aided the 
others in escaping.” 


Escaped Three Tornados. 

When the storm had passed, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. M, Wilhelm found themselves 
buried under a mass of broken and 
twisted furniture. They extricated them- 
Selves with difficulty. 

Jonn Wright, a railroad watchman, 
probably owes ‘his life to the fact that he 
went to work a half hour ahead of time, 
because he feared he would get wet if he 
did not hurry. Incidentally, this is the 
third time that Wright’s home ‘nas been 
destroyed by a tornado. Sixteen years 
ago in Norfolk, Neb., his home was -de- 
molished, and forty-two years ago in 
Panora, Iowa, he barely escaped with his 
life during a tornado. 

Little Gladys Crook was revived after a 
house had been blown over ‘ner and she 
had been imprisoned for more than half 
an hour. It was necessary to chop a large 
hole in the side of the house before she 
was taken out uninjured. 


Died in Mother’s Arms. 


Cliff Daniels, his wifa.and two children 
met death together. When soldiers dig- 
ging about the ruins of the home found 
the four bpdies, the two little girls were 
clasped in the arms of their mother, while 
the body of the father was over them as 
ifthe had tried to shield them.

E. W. Dixon, 488 North Thirty-eighth 
Street, was bruised: about the head and 
his wife and thrée children were seriously 
injured.

Pervor-atricken: the narrators of these 
stories had sat fascinated in the coaches 
of a Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road train, watching a dark cloud skip- 
ping fantastically,.on. its, errand.of de- 
struction. In severat villages they helped 
pick up the dead and dying.

William Coon, President of-an utomo- 
bile ee naeny of Lincoln, Neb., gave a’ 
graphic description of the storm as he 
viewed it from the platform of the ob- 
servation car. 

“For miles,” he said, “it seemed as if 
the train were being pursued by the 
storm. We were approaching Ralston, 
Neb., when I first’n’ticed a strange, cop- 
per-colored ¢gloud moving along the’ hori- 
zon, Before that the sky had been clear. 
The cloud grew rapidly, and was travel- 
ing at tremendous speed. It assumed the 
form of .a funnel, ‘and the air was filled 
with a piercing noise. Then the funnel 
seemed to grow black, and the smaller 
end—that near the ground—was about a 
half mile.in djameter. It :wished across 
‘the railroad track and sept toward the 
little town... ..- 

“Then .the’ storm struck the _ town. 
Houses .collapsed as though they were of 
paper. The roofs went sailing away. and 
the sides fell in. The passengers sat as 
though glued to their seats when the cloud 
struck... Then as they comprehended the 
desolation a cry of horror went up from 
everyone, 

“Then the engineer brought: the train 
to a stop’and the passengers ran over to 
the wrecked of the houses. We could 
hear thé groans of the dying and the 
wails and shrieks of the injured. I went 
into,a house, ro rather what had- been 
& house, and stumbled over the body of 
a woman. We got all of the injured out 
of the ruins and carried them to the 
train. We were about to leave, when 
Our‘attention was called to a, little house 
s0me distance from the others. It had 
been wrecked and moved from its founda- 
tion, but we found a mother and her baby 
lying upon a bee uninjured: Another 
man was in a basement. His house was 
carried. away and he was left. 

“There was a threshing machine 
aka tgg 3 near one of the houses, and 
when the cloud struck the machine shot 
straight up. into the air and was carried 
about forty rods. Houses were rolling 
and tumbling along the ground. I saw ® 
box car carried along by the terrific air 
current for a quarter of a mile. .When 
the car split open six or seven ment, who 
turned out to be part of a repair gang, 
dropped out. Some of them lay very still 
while others feebly crawled about. 

“The next station our train passed was 
Benson, where the scenes were still more 
appalling. There were sevral larg fac- 
tories. there and they wer all strwn in 
heaps. We picked up several injured per- 
s0ns, and.I don’t know how many dead 
we left behind: We learned there that 
the cloud had wheéled and made toward 
South Omaha, We were not far behind, 
but our way was blocked by the débris 
the tornado had thrown upon the tracks. 
Then,: too, we stopped frequently to pick 
up the injured,. 

Another passenger. was Mrs. George 
J. H. Aldervent of Syracuse, N. Y., who 
boarded the train at Lincoln. 

“When the houses began to fall,’’ she 
said, “‘I saw a little girl dress in white, 
start from one of the houses and run 
down the street with her hands above 
her head.. Just then, the side of a hotise 
came soaring through the air, and shoot- 
ing suddenly downward it struck the child 
and buried her beneath it. I closéd my 
eyes;; I could look no more.” 

Another eye-witness was a Chicagoan 
who withheld his name to avoid possible 
shock to an invalid wife. He told of the 
scene at Omaha when :the train stopped 
there: He said: “I was just recovering 
from what I had seen on the train when 
we reached Omaha. It was night then— 
but such a night! The sky was lighted 
with a great red glare and the streets 
were filled with people who acted as 
though théy weré mad.* Rain was falling 
in torrents. Frequently the cries of the 
wounded, unloaded at the station, were 


| drowned by terrific pegls of thunder. 


“The town is burning! ‘We'll all be 
killed!e’’ some kept crying and this added. 
to the fears of the others. Theré was 
no sleep that night for many of the pas- 
sengers and the women aboard the train 
were terror-stricken. As our train left 
Omaha we could see a big hotel burning.”’ 

George Peckham of Lincoln, Neb, who 
also was in the train, said: 

“We were lucky. Our train was ten 
minutes late when we neared Ralston. 
Had we been on time we would have 
been standing. at the little station when 
the storm struck.’’ 

Among the first to bring to the outside 
world details of the tornado’s destructive 
work in Omaha was F. G. Elmendorf of 
Indianapolis, who arrived in Chicago to- 
night. 

“TI was sitting by a window on the first 
floor of a hotel when it grew suddenly 
dark, and I could not see to read,” he 
said to-night. ‘‘ A few of us were talking 
about it when we noticed a humming 
sound, which grew in volume until we 
recognized it as a noise in the air, the 
most peculiar and fearful sound I ever 
heard. 

“In a minute or so the storm burst 
upon us. There were continual crashe 
of thunder and rain fel in torrents. Fi- 
nally ‘the rain stopped and we started on 
a tour of the ruins. 

“ Persons have told me stories of freak- 
ish things violent wind storms have dona, 
and I have taken them with a grain of 
Salt, but after what I saw in Omaha I 
will believe anything anybody tells me 
about a tornado. For a width of three 
blocks the ground was covered with the 
wreckage of what once had been fine 
residences. For two or three blocks on 
either side of this swath the buildings 
were almost all damaged. Twisted, 
tumbled Fag of houses were every- 
where. ouse furnishings were strewn 
over the ground and in the branches of 
what was left of the trees. I saw several 
chairs in trees. 

“‘Impaled.on the jagged end: of a torn 
limb was a dead dog. Many dead horses 
lay about. A crutch was driven into the 
side of on house. In one block a widow’s 
cottage was left standing with little dam- 
age, and every other residence on the 
Street was turned topsy-turvy. Here and 
there I' saw women sitting on the broken 
timbers crying for some one who had been 
lost. Other women poked among the

STORM CRIPPLES. TRADING. 


Wires to West Down—Produce Ex- 
change Gets Few Quotations. 


The destructive effect of the Western 
storm upon telegraphic communication 
was apparent in dealings onthe local 
Produce Exchange yesterday. When busi- 
ness began not a wire to the Western 
grain Exchanges was wonting, and the 
brokers had to make their own prices in- 
stead of taking the cue from the Chicago 
Board of Trade. Members said this was 
unprecedented in the history of the Ex- 
change. 

Half an hour after the Produce Ex- 
change opened-a fitful communication 
was started with Chicago over a wire 
running directly between the two mar- 
kets. Quotations came in slowly, and the 
frequent interruptions were a source of 
much ‘rritation to traders. The wires 
from Winnipeg, Duluth, Kansas City, Min- 
neapolis, St. Louis, and Toledo, were dead 
all day. Prices from these cities were 
received at intervals on the Chicago mar- 
ket and relayed to New York. 

On normal days of trading on the Prod- 
uce Exchange five operators are kept busy 
chalking up quotations on the board. Only 
two were needed yesterday, and. they 
applied themselves almost wholly to 
Chicago grain quotations. $ 

The storm in the Middle West gave th 
telegraph companies: the hardest blow 
they have had before in several years. 
Many miles of wires were blown down. 
Only one-fourth of the service of the 
Western Union between New York and 
Chicago had been restored last night. 

Omaha was reached by the Western 
Union from Chicago with a single. wire 
after communication had been established 
to Chicago through Memphis and St. Louis. 

The Postal Telegraph Company was in 
communication with Omaha from New 
York™last night by way of Chicago dnd 
Kansas City. 

Telegraph officials said that the area 
of storm, as indicated by the effect on 
their wires, extended 600 miles south and 
west of Chicago and 200 miles east of 
that city. 


COLD WAVE COMING. 


East to Feel Chilling Blast That Fol- 
lows in Storm’s Wake. 


The cyclonic storm of which Omaha, 
Neb., was the centre on Sunday night, 
started on its’ wild northeasterly career

1896 Reached $8,000,000—Guif 
States Often Swept. ' 


Tornadoes and destructive high winds 
have been of frequent eccurrence in the 
United States in the last few years. Al- 
though these winds are commonly called 
“cyclones,” scientists distinguish between 
the cyclone and the tornado. The cyclone 
is.a widespread “ low-area storm,”. mov- 
ing in an elliptical path.. The tornado 
drops with a single burst of violence. 

Of. these, the most destructive to life 
and property.was the St. Louis tornado, 
which took place on May 27, 1896; just 
before the time set for the National “Re- 
publican Convention. The damage to 
property in St. Louis and _ its vicinity 
amounted to close to $8,000,000, and the 
loss Qf life was estimated at more than 
450. The injured numbered twice that 
many. " 
~ During the two weeks. preceding the 
disaster at St. Louis, the Southern and 
Western States had been visited b¢ tor- 
nadoes which demolished everything in 
their path. On May 15 a storm plowed fts 
way through Northern Texas, killing 200 
persons and damaging $1,000,000 worth of 
property. On May 17 Kansas and’ Ken- 
tucky were visited with great property 
loss, although the loss of life was small, 
Nearly every house in La Fontaine, Kan., 
was destroyed on May 23, and three days’ 
later 11 persons were killed as a result of 
a tornado at Cairo, Ill. 

The St. Louis tornado began its work 
near Moberly, Mo., passed‘ southeast into 
Audrian County, where a schoolhouse was 
wrecked and several persons killed. It 
then moved slightly north imto Pike Coun- 
ty, Mo., and then jumped the Mississipp! 
River into Southern Illinois. Towns in 
Central and Western Missouri were wiped 
out, and the loss of life was heavy. Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires were down, 
and the cities were In total darkness all 
night, except for the flare from houses 
which had caught fire. The east end of 
the Eads bridge that spans the Mississip- 
pi at St. Louis was swept away, and 
most of the small craft in the river was 


sunk. 

In St. Louis proper 720 street ‘blocks 
were a& mass of ruins and scarcely a 
building in the path of the storm escaped 
injury.: In East St. Louis the devasta- 
tion was as great as in St. Louis proper. 
Fire added to the destruction; and as the 
streets were littered with rubbish the

On June 24 that 
oss at Emmetsburg, 100‘ more were 
In 1883 the loss of life numbéred’ ninety- 
three. Fifty-one lost their lives in Mis- 
sissippi on April 22, and on May 18 gix- 
teen perished at Racine, Wis. n Dodge 
and Olmstead Counties, Minn., twenty-six 
were killed and eighty injured on Aug. 21. 
On Feb. 9, 1884, an unparalleled series 
of storms struck eight States simultane- 
ously. Illinois, Kentucky, Mississi pi,. 
Georgia, Tennesee, Virginia: North Car 
olina, and Squth Carolina were visited by 
more th sixty tornadoes. Hight hun- 
dred perdpns lost their lives, 2, were 
injured, and 10,000 buildings ‘were de- 
stroyed. On Sept. 9 of that year, in East- 
ern Minnesota and Western Wisconsin, 
seventy-five persons were killed and $4,- 
000,000 worth of property was destroyed.- 
Coming down to recent times, eight 
States were swept by a tornado on April 
24, 1908, which left a trail of dead num- 
bering more than 800. Most of the deaths 
occurred in the black belts of Louigiana 
and Georgia, where the wind d 
the cabins, burying the occupantg - 
débris. In Louisiana the dead numbered 
88 and 350 were injured; in Mississippi 
159 dead, 600 injured; Alabama 31 dead, 
113. injured, and in Georgia 25 dead, 100 
injured, or more than 300 in four States. 
On April 30,°1908, Tennessee experienced 
one of the worst tornadoes ever known 
in that State. Sixty-two persons were 
killed and the property loss was almost 
,000, Five other States were also 
visited on the same day, but the loss of 


life was small. 

On May 2, 1912, -the village of Korn, 
Okla., was wiped out and twenty-one 
lives were lost. On June 15 Vilagony, 
another small village in Oklahoma, ‘was 
wiped out and four were killed. The fol- 
lowing day the tornado tore its way 
through Bates County and parts of John- 
son and Henry ‘Counties, Kan., killing 
twenty-seven persons., 

Nearly 100 persons were killed last 
week,-on March 14, by the storm which 
swept seven States. In Georgia the storm 
was accompanied by earth shocks, and 
twenty-nine persons were killed. The 
property. loss amounted to $1,000,000 or 
more.

THREE AMERICANS SHOT. 


24.—In to-day’s 


BREST, March 24,—A resolution calling 
on France and Germany to agree to pro- 
portional disarmament was adopted to- 
day by the French National Congress of 
United Socialists, The resolution declared 
that. the present rivalry of arms in the 
name of peace was provocative of war, 
which could be prevented by a treaty to 
reduce the armies of the powers simul- 
taneously. 

Gustave Hervé, well known as an antl- 
military agitator, proposed. that the So- 
cialists shoulqg ask the French Govern- 
ment to open negotiations with Germany 
on the basis of the autonomy of Alsace- 
Lorraine. Alsace, he said, was German 
in race and civilization and had been an 
ancient possession of Germany, while Lor- 
raine was French. One of the provinces 
naturally belonged to Germany and the 
other to France. Were Germany to con- 
sent to the autonomy of the two provinces, 
he continued, both nations could be satis- 
fied, and their armaments could be re- 
duced. : 

“Suppose the Emperor William. re- 
fuses?’’ interrupted one of the delegates. 

M. Hervé replied if France were willing 
and Germany were not, if France were 
ready to arbitrate and disarm and Ger- 
many were not, then Germany in the case 
of war would be the aggressor. 

Francis de Pressensé, ex-Socialist Dep- 
uty, declared that time had done its work. 
Alsace-Lorraine. no longer wanted to re- 
turn to French rule, and, he added, “ Re- 
venge is out of date.”’ 

The congress adopted a resolution asso- 
ciating itself with the Socialists of Al- 


sace-Lorraine, who have affirmed that 
they do not want ‘‘ revenge,’’ which would 
bring France and Germany to grips. 

‘The congress further decided to under- 
take energetic action in favor of a 
Franco-German understanding; interna- 
tional arbitration, and a national militia, 
and to oppose three years’ army service.

, Finds No Basis for the 
_. MeNally Co. Charges. 


ACCEPTS DENIAL AS FACT 


Justice Manning Says Receivers Must 
Be Vested with Discretionary Pow- 
ers Without Being Hampered. 


} 


In a decision handed down: hy the 
Supreme Court in Westchester County re- 
fusing to oust ex-Gov. Benjamin B. Odell, 
Jr., as a receiver of the Thomas Mc- 
Nally Contracting Company, many of the 
incidents of ex-Gov. Odell’s service as re- 
ceiver were reviewed, and the finding 
Was that charges against Mr. Odell were 
without foundation. 

It had been asserted that: Receiver 
Odell had violated the labor law by per- 
mitting laborers to work longer than 
the law allowed; attempted to remove 
and dispose of part of the companys 
plant, and hampered successful work by 
discharging competent employes. In com- 
menting on these charges in the order re- 
fusing to oust ex-Gov. Odell, Supreme 
Court Justice Manning said: 

A careful reading of the papers Giacjones 
that there has been for some time a lack 0 
harmony prevailing between Mr. Odell and 
his co-receiver, Mr. Paine, as to the control 
and management of the work, and as a con- 
sequence much bad feeling has been engen- 
dered. 

There is no proo’, that any loss 
or damage has been suffered by the alleged 
acts complained of, Receiver Odell very. fully 
explains the whole situation, and has denied 
under oath each and every charge brought 
against him. \ 

As to the charge that Receiver Odell per- 
mitted violations of the Jabor law, the ver- 

sion of tHe receiver as to that matter is 
that the first intimation he had of the 80- 
called violations came to him by means of a 
telephonic message from his co-receiver, in 
which he, the co-receiver, stated that infor- 
mation had come to: him that some of the 
men were working for more than eight hours 
a day, and that ‘he had ordered the practice 
stopped. In this Receiver Odell swears that 
he heartily concurred, and he swears that if 
the men at any time prior to the receipt of 
the message referred to had so worked such 
practice was wholly without his knowledge, 
consent, or approval. 

Concerning the second charge, which 
was to the effect that Receiver Odell 
attempted to sell part of the company’s 
plant, Justice Manning had this to say: 

The charge is denied by Receiver Odell in 
the most {positive ‘terms, and in addition 
thereto the correspondence between t in- 
terested purchaser, the National Sand and 
Development Company, and Receiver Odell 
sustains his version of the incident and fully 
corroborates him. 

After reviewing the manner in which 
the receiver discharged certain em- 
ployes, Justice Manning expressed this 
view of his duty in that regard: 

Surely the receiver must of necessity be 
vested with some discretionary power and 
an opportunity to use it, and unless it is 
made to appear that his actions are arbitrar- 
ily wrong and unreasonable, his honesty 
questioned, or unless his actions are such 
that it is clearly apparent that he is an unfit 
person to act for the court, he should’ not be 
summarily removed from the place of: trust 
to which the. court appointed him. 

On the argument,of the motion it was sug- 
gestad that certain other acts of the receiver 
were objectionable and subject to criticism, 
but the papers submitted state frankly that 
the three charges referred to are the only 
ones that are claimed to be serious 

These charges, which I have considered 
very carefully, do not impress me as being 
of sufficient weight to warrant the removal 
of the officer complained of, nor do the facts, 
as placed before the court, justify the ap- 

pointment of a referee to take proof .

women; but who dves not approve of the 


recent actions of the militant suffra- 
gettes in England, arrived here yesterday 
on the Cunarder Carmania to spend a 
vacation in this country and Canada. 

‘*It’s all very wetl,”” ne said, “for 
women to desire the vote, and I believe 
they should have iit—that is, they should 
have a vote in all municipal affairs, and 
those who pay rates now do have votes— 
but the way they are acting now is no 
way to get a broader political representa- 
tion. , 

“It has come to such a pass, you 
know, that whenever there is a political 
meeting advertised and the women make 
known their intention of attending the 
date is changed, for the men are actually 
afraid of them. One can’t strike them, 
you know, and the Government is making 
a mistake ig not treating them as Ppolit- 
ical prisoners when they make themselves 
obnoxious. I am willing to help them, 


but I am not willing to be a party to 
such breaches ‘of the peace as they have 
made.’’ 

Others who arrived on the Carmania

BUFFALO POLICE GET GERACCI 


His Wife Killed and Sunk in Connec- 
tlcut Millpond Last November. 


Deputy Police Commissioner Dougherty 
heard from Buffalo yesterday that the 
police there had arrested and were hold- 
ing for the .word from Mr. Dougherty, 
Salvatore Geragci, husband of Carmella 
Geracci whose body was found, bound 
with wire and enclosed in a trunk sunk 
in a millpond in Georgetown, Conn., on 
Nov. 9. Detective De Guida will leave 
for Buffalo at once to bring Geracci 
back. 

The murder of Mrs. Geracci, into whose 
body nails were driven until one struck 
a vital spot, was attributed at first to 
white slavers. It was believed that she 
had betrayed some of a band and the 
theory was supported by the fact that 
shortly before the finding of the body of 
a girl had been murdered by white slavers 
in a lonely spot outside of Bridgeport. 

The trunk was traced to an express 
company here and to the dealer who had 
sold it and eventually the police learned 
it had been shipped from 315 East 
Fortieth, Street where Geracci, his wife 
and daughter and Salvatore Lombardi 
had rooms. The police learned that the 
three had left before the finding of the 
body. : 

Lombardi was traced to Italy, it is said, 
and arrested there, but no trace was 
found of Geracci or his daughter. e 
police believe.Geracci killed his wife be- 
cause she interfered in his plans to marry 
his daughter to a man distasteful to her. 








A Baby Garden Would Make It 
Unnecessary for Them to Re- 
sign, Says Mrs. Levitas. 


FOR OTHER MOTHERS, TOO 


a 
Specialists In Care of Small Children 
Would Undertake the Work, Ac- 
cording to the Proposal. 


As soon as fifty New York mothers, 
who can afford to pay, announce their 
desire to have a day nursery where they 
can place their babies for the day or 
for an hour. or two,under the care of 
trained specialists in baby psychology and 
baby hygiene, a Baby. Garden will be 


opened for them. 

This is the idea of Mrs. Arnold-Levitas 
of 516 Hast Seventy-eighth Street, and 
such people as Mrs, Anna Garlin Spen; 
cer, Charles Powlinson of the Child Wel- 
fane Committee, Dr. Reuel Benson, and 
Mrs. Wood Allen Chapman are interested 
in promoting the institution, Mrs. Levitas 
says, and there are a number of other 
prominent people who will back it as soon 
as it is seen that there is a desire for. it. 

The Baby Garden will give the profes- 
sional woman workey, teacher, writer, or 
artist a place to leave her baby while she 
is engaged in her professional duties, and 
feel that under educated specialists it will 
have better care than she could give 
it herself. Mrs, Levitas was. until last 
January a teacher in the public schools 
of this city. She had taught a number 
of years, married, and has now a 10- 
months-old daughter on whose account she 
has been obliged to give up teaching. 

“Theoretically it is all right for a 
mother to pursue her profession,” said 
Mrs. Levitas yesterday, ** but actually she 
cannot. I was quite happy in going on 
with my work until last January, . for 
my mother was taking care of my baby. 
But no mother can have her mind on 
what she is doing when she is thinking 
of her baby. There is no place for the 
baby of the mother, who is able to pay, 
in New York. They do things much bet- 
ter in Italy, and in the Casa di Bambini 
in Rome they have just such a place. 

‘“‘“There is no mother so unable to give 
proper care to her baby as the one who 
is with it every minute of the twenty- 
four hours; there is no wife so poor as 
the one who is always in her home. 

‘“‘The Baby Garden would be much like 
the ordinary day nursery, but; more 
scientific. It would. be under the care 
of women of the highest culture, who love 
children and who understand the psychol- 
ogy and hygiene of the child. There would 
be a place to keep the child in the fresh 
air and more freedom than in the day 
nursery, and the mothers would have ac- 
cess to their children at any time. Such 
a place is needed as much for the home- 
keeping woman as for the professional 
woman. It is impossible to leave a child 
with servants if there are servants to 
leave them with, and the woman who 
does not keep a servant needs a _ place 
where she can leave her child while she 
goes to the dentist’s, the doctor’s, or shop- 

ing. 

“The modern woman has too much in 
her to consecrate it all to her home, and 
the best mOther cannot do as well for 
the child as the trained specialist. but 
she cannot work at her profession at the 
expense of her child. I shall put heart 
and soul into this, for Z realize the great 


need of it. s

THE FINING OF EMPLOYES. 

An amendment ‘of the Labor law is 
under consideration in the Legislature 
at Albany. The bill has passed the As- 
sembly and the Senate Committee is 
to have a hearing upon it to-day. This 
is the proposed amendment: | 
“” Wmployés not to.be fined by employ- 
ers: It shal] be unlawful for any em- 
ployer,. individual, copartnership, or cor- 
poration, to impose any fine upon a per- 
son in his, its, or their employ for any 
dereliction of duty, violation of rules, or 
for any other reason, or to make any 
deduction from the wages or compensa- 
tion of sueh person for any such reason, 
or to‘diminish the agreed wages due at 
any time to. such workman in lieu of 
such fine. A person, firm, copartner- 
-ship; or corporation: violating the pro- 
vision. of this ‘section shall be Sulity of 
&@ -misdemeanor. 


We. should say that would put'a stop 
to the practice. Employers would 
doubtless forego the fining privilege 
rather than incur the risk of punish- 
ment for misdemeanor. But the amend- 
ment does not go far enough. Should 
it be enacted an employer could not 
fine his workmen, but an outsider could 
still impose fines on them. The unions 
fine ‘their members employed by in- 
dividuals, co-partnerships, .or, corpora- 
tions. Not infreqtisély a union im- 
‘poses a finé upon a foremen for an 
infraction of or failure to enforce some 
union regulation. We commend to the 
serious consideration of the legislators 
‘the inclusion of this practice within the 
scope of the amendment. 

Fines of this nature ‘are imposed for 
acts ‘due to incompetence, slovenliness, 
‘or neglect. No employer would impose 
‘a ‘fine upon a good and competent 
workman, and we believe the practice. 
‘has in large part been abandoned al- 
together. If fines are to be forbidden, 
‘no , Tecourse but . discharge remains. 
That would bé a more severe penalty, 
‘and probably. in time the unions will 
‘secure the’énactment. of. an: amendment 
forbidding the discharge of workmen 
for. any ” calisé whatever. This future

those. peoples is so minute tat the reten- 
tion of Spanish in the public school cur- 
riculum is an-absurdity. It is worse than 
an absurdity, since it is a waste of time 
and energy. 

As culture. studies, the languages are 
admirable, all of them, but the city’s 
young generation néed so many other 
things so:-much more than the smatter- 
ing which ig“all they can get of any lan- 
guage in the public schools, that not. till 
their training in English is far better than

at present should there be a thought of 


instructing them in any other tongue. 

Curiously enough—and 
enough—each foreign language now taught 
is on the study list as a result of pressure 
from the very people who can themselves 
teach. it to their children far: better than 
anybody else can, and do the teaching at 
home without thought-or effort: Germans 
ask for German, Italians for Italian, and 
so on—all through a mistaken application 
of a pride in itself perfectly legitimate. 
What they seek is not language teaching, 
but “recognition” as an important part 
of the community, and this particular -sort 
of recognition they should not get.

Catholic Directory’s Figures Declared 
to be Too High. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
There appeared in the advance sheets of the 
Catholic. Directory, published by P. K. Ken- 
nedy & Sons, New York, a statement respect- 
ing the Roman Catholic census of the United 
States. 








and. the statement which has been 
everywhere called in question is that the Cath- 
olic Church has so increased in this country 
that the United States now ranks ag one of the 
foremost, Cathelic “countries, Te *oowipiler~ ot 
the ‘directory puts. the Catholic population of 
the United States at 23,329,000. This seems to 
be a rather extravagant’ statement. Although 
we do not learn on what basis it is made, we 
are satisfied that there is a mistake some- 
where, 

Thére appeared in The New -York Christian 
Advocate of last January a tabulated state- 
ment of the religious census of the United 
States from the pen of Dr. A, K. Carroll, who 
was formerly connected with the United States 
Census Bureau. Dr. Carroll's: figures are 
carefully preparéd: and put in print only after 
much laborious study. After deducting the 
Greek Church, Mormons, Christian Science 
members, and Buddhists, he gives the Protest- 


ant population of the United States at a trifle, 


over 36,000,000. These figures are based on 
the official records of the churches as to those 
who are members in good and regular stand- 
ing. Dr. Carroll also gives the communicants 
of the Catholic Church. His figures are taken 
from. the official. Catholic Directory. Dr. 
Carroll gives the present Catholic population 
of the United States as 12;907,189, or 10, 421,- 
811 less “than the claims put forth in last 
Thursday’s Times, As Dr. Carroll is an ex- 
pert on the matter of religious Populations, his 
figures. can be relied on. 

The Federation of Churches figures come 
down -to 1910. The following estimate comes 
down to December, 1912:

‘cent years half the peqple of Spain have left 
the Catholic Church. And recent | travelers 
support that statement as true to thdir experi- 
ence. The same is true of Italy, which has 
a population ‘of 30,000,000, @ third of which 
m@gy be counted as memberg of the Catholic 
Church. ‘We fear, also, that the Catholic es- 
timate of Germany, Austria, and the British 
Empire is excessive and should be cut in two 
at least.

English Yard Smaller.

The American yard measire is not defined 
‘by law, but, as fixed by the Coast Suryey, is 
believed to be about a hundred thougandth 
part longer than the. English-standard., Pre- 
sumably, therefore, any one who buys ac- 
cording to the English measurement-and sells 
according to the American loses one yard in 
every hundred thousand that change hands. 

There: is a still more considerable difference 
between the existing English imperial: yard 
ahd the oldest yard.measure on record; that 
of the Saxon Kings, which was ‘‘ set up ’*\at 
Winchester, England, some 1,200 years ago 
by King Edgar,’ who decreed that it* should 
be the standard. The present English yard 
exceeds the old /Saxon measure by a shade 
more than a hundredth part of an inch. It Is 
just double the natural cubit of the Egyptians 
and Hebrews.

WASH SALES BILL PASSES. 


Legislature Also Approves Another 
Sulzer Wall Street Measure.

ALBANY, March 24.—The Senate to- 
night passed two of Gov. Sulzer’s bilis 
introduced by Senator Stillman, affecting 
speculation in Wall Street. One of. the 
measures inserts a section in the Penal 
Code making it a felony for any person 
with intent to deceive to report or pub- 
lish, or cause to be reported or published, 
as a purchase or sale of stocks or. bonds, 
any transaction whereby no actual 
change of ownership or interest is ef- 
fected. A fine of $5,000, or imprisonment 
of not miore than two years, may be im- 
pone in. case of such wash sales. 

The other bill.whith was passed makes 
it a felony for a person with intent to 
deceive to make, issue or publish any 
statement or advertisement as to the 
value of stockS or bonds or as to the 
financial condition of a corporation when 
such Foy knows or has reasonable 
grounds to believe that the material rep- 
resentation, prediction or promise made 
in the statement or advertisement is false.

To do away with the uncertainty as to 
the cause of his.death an autopsy was 
performed yesterday, it was said, upon 
the body of Dr. Ira Van Geisen, one of 
the foremost pathologists in this country, 
who died late in the afternoon in Belle- 
vue Hospitad from intestinal nephritis. 
Dr. Van Geisen, came ‘to the hospital on 
Feb. 8, and it was alleged’ that the symp- 
toms of his disease puzzled the lattending 
physicians. 

After Dr. Van Geisen’s death it pwas 
announced that an autopsy would be 
held, but last nighf“the hospital authori- 
ties denied that such an examination had 
been. made, It was learned that the body 
of the physician gs removed from the 
hospital in the evening. to the home of 
his father at 94 Kent Street, Brooklyn, 
by Oscar Bach, an undertaker of 788 Man- 
hattan Avenue, Greenpoint. The under- 
taker said last night that before the body 
was delivered to him an autopsy was 
performed. 

A servant at the home of Dr. Van 
Giesen’s father, at 94 Kent Place. said last 
night that an autopsy had ben performed

Me esen and that his brain had been ex- 

ned. The result of the autopsy, ac- 
cording to a servant, was unknown. 

There was no record in the Coroner's 
office that an autopsy had been ordered 
nor any report showing that one had been 
performed. 

Dr. Van Geisen was well known as an 
authority on hypnotism, and was the au- 
thor of a number of books on neuro- 
patiorn In 1908 he testified before the 

unacy Commission in the case of Char- 
lotte Hitchcock, who was accused of hay- 
ing killed her husband. After the mur- 
der the woman lost her memory, and 
Dr. Van eg testified that he had put 
her in a hYpnotic state while in the 
Tombs and obtained from her the facts 
of the shooting while she was in that 
condition.

Manufacturer Says Actual Date Is Too 
Obscure and Trade Now Too Small. 


Apropos the report that a centenary 
of the high hat might be celebrated a 
well-known New York manufacturer said 
yesterday that he considered it very im- 
probable because of the gradual falling 
away of the .industry.

Recently the younger men have 
favored silk hats, and the present season 
is the largest dealers have experienced 
in fifteen years. lJeading styles tend to- 
ward high straight crowns and flat brims. 
The bell-shaped crown and roll brim is 
little called for. 

Green soft hats with flat brims | 
bows in the back have led the demand 
for Spring, and blue soft hats are also 
seen: Blue derbies were expected to have 
a large run also, but it has eviderilly 
not materialized. Tweeds, home-spuns 
and cheviots are moving strongly as 
materials for caps. Vivid colors seem 
most used for autoing and golf. The 
newest thing noticed is a small bow of 
self material at the back of the cap.

MOLE CATCHING IN HOLLAND. 


American Vice Consul Says It Is Be- 
coming an Important Industry. 


According to Vice Consul D. P. De 
Young, stationed at A:wsterdam, Holland, 
a new industry has sprung into promi- 
nence in that consular district in the 
last year or two.

Great quantities of mole skins are ship- 
ped to the United States and other 
countries, and the mole is_consequentiy 
becoming extinct in Holland. In fact. it 
is thought that a new law will have to 
be passed to regulate! their killing, as 
scientific opinions in that country differ 
regarding the harmfulness of these 
animals. Some say that the vermin they 
destroy more than offsets the harm done 
by them to the roots of plants. 

Hides and skins exported to the United 
States from the Amsterdam consular dis- 
trict increased from less than $50,000 in 
1911 to slightly over $1,000,000 in 1912, for 
which increase the moleskin business was 
largely responsible. 


HIDE MARKET QUIET. 


Both Packer and Country Grades Are 
Off—Leather Trading. Mae 


The hide market has been rather quiet 
in the last week, so far as the packer end 
of it is concerned, and it has also been 
in a rather unsettled condition. Some of 
the packers have been offering their 
holdings at levels more or less below those 


of the previous week, while others have 
been endeavering to advan their quo- 
tations. Country hides were for the most 
part quiet and unchanged. Stocks of all 
grades were none too heavy, and tanners 
were holding off in the hope of causing 
an easier feeling. Curtailed production 
on the part of some of the/tanners was 
of material assistance in! easing the 
pressure. At New York there was a 
further’ drop in Latin American hides, 
but domestic calfskins were higher both 
in this market and the West. 

Shoe leathers were quiet,with sole stock 
most active. Sales of upper leather were 
retarded by the indecision of shoe buyers 
regarding the popular upper for the com- 
ing season. Belting leather was steady 
generally, and a seasonably active call 
for upholstery stock at recent prices was 
in evidence.

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NSAS ARMOR CHIPPED. 


Capt. Roy C. Smith Says This Is ‘N 
Sign of Defect. 


The battleship Arkansas, the largest 
and most powerful of the dreadnoughts, 
Was made ready yesterday for repairs in 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, where she ar- 
rived from gun practice in Tangier Sound 
following the accident off the Cuban 
coast on Feb. 11, when an uncharted coral 
mountain in deep water dented several of 
her forward bottom plates and punched a 
hole two feet in diameter in the outer 
hull, While this damage is being re- 
paired a’ new system of forced ventila- 
tion will be inscalled in the engine rooms, 
the trial tests haying demonstrated that 
the natural ventilation does not meet the 
requirements bécause of the great turbine 
steam chests. 

On the starboard side of the great war- 
ship several large pieces have peeled off, 
from the surface of two of the big plates, 
and on two plates on the port side sim!- 
lar ‘‘chips’’ have broken the surface of the 
twelve-inch armor above the water line. 
From some source yesterday the report 
started that the armor of the Arkansas 
was defective, and that trial tests and 
the gunnery practice had shown it. Capt. 
Roy C. Smith, Commander of the Arkan- 
sas, Was seen aboard the warship and 
asked to give his opinion of the condition 
ot the vessel. ‘ 

“There is not a better battleship in the 
navy, and, aside from the damage to the 
hull, the Arkansas is in perfect condi- 
tion,”’ he said. ‘The largest ‘spall,’ or 
onty from the plates, is not more than a 
half-inch thick, and is of such slight im- 
portance that the Navy Department does 
not. consider it even necessary to replace 
the plates. It is due to the hardening 
process of the steel necessary to acquire 
the proper resisting qualities, and some- 
times a plete exposed to sudden change 
in temperature, a hard knock, or gun fire 
explodes on the surface, leaving no seri- 
ous defect except to the smoothness of 
the plate. As regards the hull, I never saw 
batter material than that used on this 
warship.’’ 

During the gun practice there. was not 
a failure to any part of the ship, it was 
said. Some of the springs regulating the 
recoil block for the gun fire were found 
to be too strong and these will be adjust-

found no defect in the battleship. 

Capt. Smith would not discuss the de- 
tails of the accident to the Arkansas, 
because the subject jis now before the 
Department for investigation. From un- 
official sources it was learned that the 
Arkansas was in ten to fifteen fathoms 
of water when she hit the coral head. It 
is impossible to guard against these ob- 
structions, which grow to great height 
and stop only when they approach the 
surface. It. is difficult to chart or even 
locate these coral growths because their 
pinnacles offer but little chance of dis- 
covery by soundings. 

During the trial tests of the Arkansas 
off the Maine coast Jast June she ran 
over a reef, but the impact did no more 
harm than ‘to dent one or two plates. The 
Arkansas took President Taft to Panama 
in November, when she averaged nineteen 
knots an hour during the run of three 
days. She is capable of 22 knots. She

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.— 
The breaking orf of the armor plates of 
the Arkansas as well as that of several 


other battleships has been discussed by 
experts on ordnance and general belief 
has been expressed that no serious dam- 
age has resulted from the tew such oc- 
currences recently. ‘The chipping on the 
plates ofpthe Arkansas was inspected be- 
fore she went to Panama with President 
Taft's party last November, and a re- 
port was made to the effect that the 
flaking did not affect the plates at all 
seriousiy. 

The flaking is due to the piping in the 
ingots at the furnace. Many lives are 
lost annually in the United States because 
of these defects. The piping in this case 
is the same as in railroad rails. There 
Was some talk in Congress a few years 
ago of passing legislation to make it 
a pena! offense to turn out guch rails, 
but the measure was abandoned. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad keeps its 
own inspector at the rolling mills and 
rejects, by a rigid inspection, all such 
rails. Thus far battleship. armor plate 
has in no way caused any loss of life or 
detracted from the estimated efficiency 
of a ship. 


NEW BANKING LAWS. 


Trust Company . Stockholders 
Order it to Wind Up Affairs. 


ALBANY, March 24.—Gov. Sulzer to- 
day signed, two bills of Senator Pol- 
lock, making it a felony for an officer, 
directur, trustee, employee or agent of 
a bank to abstract or wilfully mis- 


apply the bank’s money, property or 
credit, and providing that the stock- 
holders of a trust company may at any 
time direct that such trust company 
be closed for the purpose of winding 
up. its affairs. 

Gov. Sulzer also signed the bills of 
Senator Wagner providing that a school 
record employment ¢ertificate shall con- 
tain a statement that the child has com- 
pleted the work prescribed for the first 
six years of a public, elementary, or 
parochial school, and of Senator Cars- 
well, prohibiting the locating of routes 
for rapid transit railroads on certain 
streets and avenues in Brooklyn.

A FIGHT FOR CLEANLINESS

Women of the Tenements Are Urged 
to Banish Dirt from Their Homes 
at Meeting in Henry Street. 





Through the tiniversal appeal of moving 
pictures, Dr. Lee W. Thomas of the New 
York Milk Committee, impréssed the need 


an audience of mothers representing 
many nationalities, in the Mariners’ Tem- 
Ple at Oliver and Henry Streets. The 48- 
sentblage was characteristic of the lower 
east side. Small almond-eyed mothers 
from Chinatown with their offspring, 
Italian mothers from Mulberry Street, 
and mothers from the crowded tenements 
of Hester and Forsyth Streets filled the 
small hall. The meeting was under the 
auspices of the Committee on Women’s 
Organizations of the Ne York Milk 
Committee. Mrs. A. M. Palmer presided. 

Dr. Thomas, in simple language, told 
the mothers of the dangers which lurk in 
impure milk, and begged them to be sure 
to obtain this food for their bables from 
the milk stations maintaiffed by the De- 
partment of Health throughout the dis- 
trict. He explained the methods of grad- 
ing milk, and warned his hearers against 
using Grade C quality for anything ex- 
cept cooking, and then only after it had 
bren thoroughly boiled. 

The lecturer referred to the necessity 
of cleanliness in the home and told the. 
women that the proposed ‘‘ house clean- 
ing "’ campaign of Commissioner Lederle 
was to reduce the danger of disease and 
infection, 

‘When you are notified to have the 
rubbish in and about your homes ready 
for removal at the expense of the city, 
you must do a thorough house cleaning,” 
the speaker said. ‘If you do not do 
so you will be compelled later to have 


the rubbish carted away at your own 
expense.”’ 
Dr. Thomas urged the women to in- 


terest their husbands in the passage of! 
the. pure milk bills introduced in_ the 
Legislature by the New York Milk Com- 
mittee. These bills, he said, would in- 
sure pure milk not onty for New York 
City, but for the entire State. 

‘We use in this city almost 3,000,000 
quarts of milk daily,’’ he continued. 
‘Tell your husbands to go to the district 
leader and urge upon him the necessity 
of protecting the babies by giving them 
pure milk. If your husband is a Dem- 
ocrat send him to his Tammany Club; 
if he is a Republican tell him to preach 
the necessity of..pure milk to his party 
leader. If he is not a voter, send him 
to the grocer with whom you trade to 
argue for pure-milk fegislation. Tell 
him that tuberculosis, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, and other deadly diseases lurk in 
impure milk.’’ 4 

Then came moving pictures portraying 
family tragedies resulting from the use 
of impure milk, and others showing the 
difference between sanitary and unsan- 
itary dairies. The moral of the pictures 
was clearly brought out and a simpte 
plot held the attention of the audience 
Ehrousnous, Each was applauded heart- 
ily. 
After several moving pictures had been 
shown, stereopticon views were thrown 
on the screen, which illustrated the work 
done by the nurses sent out by the Milk 
Committee into tenement homes. Nurses 
were shown teaching mothers how to pre- 
are the baby’s milk, how to bathe the 
nfant, and how to keep their homes 
wholesome. It was explained that the 
object of this series was to remove the 
suspicion with which the nurses were re- 
ceived by ignorant mothers whom they 
visit for the first time. 

A picture which caused the women to 
chatter among themselyes like magpies 
was one which was intended to emphasize 
the fact that a man of 90 years has a 
better chance of adding twelve months to 
his life than a baby has of surviving the 
first year on the east side. A second 
picture which appeared to arouse inter- 
est consisted of two views of an infant 
which had been saved through the efforts 
of the Milk Contmittee. The slide showed 
that on June 15, 1911,when the commit- 
tee took charge of the child, he weighed 
only 2 pounds and 13 ounces. Three 
months later he weighed 7 pounds and 8 
ounces

The bank statement of Saturday had 
been good to the extent of showing an 
increase. in surplus reserve, although 
that was entirely due to the reduction in 
deposits and the accompanying redut- 
tion in loans, which, as likely as not, 
represented a shifting of credits rather 
than liquidation. To the extent, though, 
to which Sathrday’s Clearing House re- 
turn exerted influence yesterday it was 
favorable, and money rates showed some 
recession, It is plain, however, that the 
fresh demands which the Stock HEx- 
change makes at times like the present 
upon the money market are very small. 
The éasiér nioney ‘tone seemed, however, 
to be due in part to freer offerings of 


funds from out-of-town as well-as to 


continued slackness in the demand for 
stock-market accommodation. 

Another increase: inthe number of Idle 
freight cars was reported in the fort- 
nightly bulletin of the American Rail- 
way Association compiled as of March 
15. Since the close of: December there 
has been. a net increase of about 20,000 
in the number of idle cars, which, of 
course, is suggestive of a slowing down 
of traffic. This increase, though it is 
of much smaller proportions, is similar 
to the movement which occurred during 
this period in 1911, but in most other 
recent years there has been a decrease 
rather than an increase in the idle car 
list during the correspofding period. It 
-was~at:this date in. 1911, after the In- 
crease during’ the first two and a half 
months -of the year, that the number of 
idle cars reached its maximum for that 
year. .Then there were over 207,000 cars 
idle, as compared with the 37,000 idle at 
the date of the bulletin published yes- 
terday. The volume of{traffic has grown 
considerable in this interval, and the 


equipment of the railways has hardly, 


been increased proportionately. This is 
a condition which, of course, tends to 


| keep down the surplusage of freight cars, 


there beihg fewer cars in proportion to 
the traffic which the railways are called 
upon to handle.

And Cotton Exchange Has ‘Announce- 
ment That Firm Cannot Meet 
Its Contracts. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
‘was filed yesterday in the United States 
District Court against J. Murray Mitchell, 
Thomas B. McGovern, and Frederick B. 
Alexander, who are in business together 
as Mitchell & Co. Till last week they had 
had a seat on the Stock Exchange, but 
were compelled to sell it for $41,000 on ac- 
count of their connection with the manip- 
ulations on the Curb of the stock of the 
United States Hair Company, the Musica 
enterprise. 

William C. de Mille of 230 West 107th 
Street, Thomas A. O’Keefe of 495 Highth 
Avenue, Brooklyn, and William R. Gray 
of 600.Monroe Avenue, Elizabeth, filed 
the petition, -and the court appointed 
Edward G. Benedict receiver, with a 
$25,000 bond. The creditors informed 
Judge Mayer that the alleged bankrupts 
owned numerous stocks, and bonds, some 
of which had been pledged as collateral

stantial equities. The assets were placed 


at $50,000. 
The announcement that Mitchell & Co. 


|-Were not able to meet their obligations 


was made from the rostrum of the Cotfon 
Exchange yesterday. Supt. King of the 
Exchange said afterward that the bro- 
kerage house had closed out all open con- 
tracts in cotton, as far as he knew, and 
that the debts of the firm were not large, 
in so far as they were the result of oper- 
ations in the cotton market. 

J. Murray Mitchell, the firm member 
who owned the seat on the Cotton Ex- 
change, said that the proceeds from the 
Stock and Cotton Exchange memberships 


439 | would go far toward liquidating outstand- 


ing obligations. The Stock Exchange 


seat, which was owned by Frederick B. 
Alexander, was sold last week for $41,000, 
and the seat on the other Exchange was 
offered for sale around $17,000 yesterday. 
The aggregate liabilities of Mitchell & 
Co. were set by J h A. Keenan, their 
attorney, 00,000, 
which would be considerably more than 
balanced. by assets. In addition to the 
two Exchange memberships, he said a 
large total of accounts receivable was on 
the firm’s books, which were in process of 
liquidation when the receivership was de- 
clared. This statement was issued by 
Mr.. Keenan in regard to the court action: 

The firm of Mitchell & Co. decided to 
liquidate about two weeks ago, and the 
firm then existing was dissolved. It was ~ 
contemplated that the assets of the firm 
could be put in liquid form speedily enough 
to transfer the customers’ accounts and pay 
off all obligations as the convenience and 
requirements of the customers demanded. 
Unexpected delays in realizing upon some 
of the assets and a more general demand 
for immediate payment than was contem- 
plated put the firm in a position where it 
was impossible to meet these demands 
promptly. Several of the creditors threat- 
ened proceedings in court, and it became 
evident that the original plan of liquida- 
tion could not be carried through success- 
fully in the face of such, opposition. Under 
these circumstances, it was not deemed wise 
. attempt further to pursue the original 
plan. 

At the instance of three of the creditors 
a@ receiver in bankruptcy has been appointed 
and is now in possession. The assets are in 
excess of the liabilities of the firm, and the’ 
hope has not by any means been abandoned 
of devising some plan whereby the cred- 
itors can be more promptly paid than would 
be the case in the ordinary course of liquida- 
tion in bankruptcy. This will depend. large- 
ly on what success the receiver meets. with 
in the collection of outstanding obligations 
and in realizing upon the. assets of the firm. 
In the meantime, the interests of all cred- 
itors are fully protected. It. is needless to 
say that the partners of the firm regret their 
imability te carry out their original plan of 
voluntary liquidation. 

The dissolution of Mitchell & Co.; was 
believed in the Street to have been direct- 
ed. by the authorities of the Stock Ex- 
change, as the result of the speculative 
activity in shares of the United States 
Hair Company on the Curb market. The 
firm was formed in February by members 
of Alexander & Co., after this firm had 
dissolved. 


ELDER MUSICA STRICKEN. 


Overcome by Heart Trouble—Cor- 
oner Fears He Won’t Recover.

NEW ORLEANS, March 24.—Anthony 
Musica, the aged prisoner’ held for de- 
frauding New York banks, was seized 
with heart trouble to-day, and is confined 
to the hospital department of the parish 
prison.
